|ceptions. The senate of the United 


States does not elect its presiding 
oflicers.‘ Several cities in New York 
state have charter provisions whereby 
the president of the aldermen is elected 
by popular vote. It is really a great 
innovation and may lead to further 


| development of popular power. From 
long observation at the state house, | 


seeing the influences which elect 
speakers and presidents and the way in 
which those officers have used their 
power, I am satisfied that, in spite of 
all the reasonable objections to trust- 
ing the people with such great power, 
it would be better for our state if the 
president of the senate and the speaker 
of the house were elected by popular 
vote, the same as the governor is. It 
is « very broad and complicated 
question and cannot be discussed in 
narrow compass, but these two officers 
are of more importance than the 


governor, and the people have need of 


better protection of their rights and 
interests. 

The annual effort for the abolition of 
the death penalty has more support in 
the judiciary committee this year than 
usual, for a majority of the committee 
has reported a bill to abolish capital 
punishment for murder, The bill fixes 
two degrees of murder, first and second, 
but it is to be left to the jury in each 


case, to determine whether the particu- 


lar offence is of the first or second 
degree, Conviction of murder in the 
first degree is to be followed by 
sentence to the state prison for life. 
But, in order that justice may be done 
to innocent persons, provision is made 
for an appeal whereby a person who is 
thus convicted may have his case re- 
opened, 

The house, on Wednesday, heard an 
interesting debate upon the proposition 
to amend our laws relating to jury trial 
so that a verdict in civil cases may be 
rendered by less than a unaninsous vote 
of the jury. The amendment which 
was proposed by Mr. Manning of Wor- 
cester was that any number as large as 
three-fourths of the jury might be 
fixed by law. He made a most interest- 
ing argument for the change, telling 
how justice is defeated by prejudiced, 
ignorant or corrupt jurymen and how 
; impossible it would be to do business 
were complete unanimity required in 
city governments or in _ legislative 
chambers. He was opposed by the 
conservatism of the house and a 
majority voted against him, though 
they did not answer his arguments. 

The senate has tinally come to an

A Garden Fernery. 


An idea commonly prevails that our 
native ferns cannot easily be cul- 
tivated, But so far is this from the 
trath, that one might assert that they 
ean be more easily grown under favor 
ing conditions, than many of the 
commopv garden plants. In trying to 
domesticate them there are two im- 


portant points to be considered; first, 


they must have the shady situation 
that is essential to their development, 
and second, and equally essential, they 


must have a soil that is suited to their 


needs. A spot on the North side of a 
building or high fence or in the 
shadow of trees is suitable for ferns 


and is “searcely adapted to anything 


else. Flowering plants in such a situa- 
tion grow tall and 


far from 


spindling apd are 


attractive. One can scarcely 


imagine how charming and restful the 
effect is, to turn from the sunny 
space and bright hue of the flower 


garden to a group of vigorous and well
